the road toward stability. 


The program implies that they 


are willing to live with the idea 
that Israel will continue to exist 
a new-found acknowledgement.

It is surprising what it takes 


to set the stage for most Ar- 
kansas highway deaths. 


"Give them a straight, level 


highway, a clear day and a lot 
of horsepower," s a y s Capt. 
Jack Rhea head of the State 
Police Safety Division, "and 
they'll run into each other." 


The superhighway is more 


of a thret to safe driving than 
the bumpy, 
winding, 
narrow 


road. 


"the run from Little Rock 


to Bentoh is a good example," 
said Capl. Rhea. "That used 
to a slow 
drag, Now, 
with 


the new highway, it's a fast 
drag." 


The result is ah Upswing in 


the number of highway fatali- 
ties. 


Arkansas recorded 483 traf- 


fic deaths in 1956, second high- 
est mark on record. In 1941 
there were 503 traffic 
fatali- 


ties. The count in 1955 was 416, 
which pointed the way upward 
for the 1956 toll. 


Motorists today

them- 


selves in the 
midst 
of 
a 


strange combination that Rhea 
calls "modern vehicles, semi- 
modern highways and obsolete 
driving habits." 


In other words, he says, "too 


much horsepower and too little 
control." 


The wide,
